When as 
therefore, the principall of your labour ( Masi¥er Clowes ) hath in this 
Booke-beene, to deliver faithfully your experiments in the curation of 
woundes, with fach playne inftances of the medicines vfedin particular 
cafes, and hiftoricall obferuations of, their feucrall fuccefles, ioyned with 
the noting of occurrences, and preuention of accidents, as may in deede 
(according to your fpeach) leade the.young artift by the hand todo the 
like, I donot ondly for mine owne part, finde my {clfe bound to encou- 
rage and commend you, but dare alfo.affure you, in behalfe of the better 
fort, of allthankefulneffe : Hippocrates hauing led that trace in his Epsde- 
sicss, hath therein no fall eftimation with the learaed Phyfitions 4a2- 
tus, V alleviola, Coiter, Arceaus, Dodoneus,and Skenchius, haue:agayne 
renewed-that courfe, and receyued reuerent accompt for their labours. 
The learned Gratoin his old age, feemeth to haue repented of nothing in 
_that kinde fo much, as that he had not referued and written the ob femati- 
_onsofhis practife, by which he fappofed his name might more haue been 
commended to pofterity,then by any other of his writings, I am notigno- 
-yantal(o, thatto write obferuations ofa mans practi€e, isa way, by which 
. the Reader may be as much and perhaps more dangeroufly abufed, then 
_ byany other, nameiy, if the Author fhould.beynfaithfull, or conceited in 
his owneé private opinions, which by this, meanes he would feeke to efta- 
blifh and. obtrude vnto the credulous reader, but as the later of the!e.can 
not be obiected againft you, if the whole behauiour ofyour life may be 
taken for 4 teftimonie , fo neyther may the former be {ufpected by any 
that -haue ¢are to guide-their,iudgements by the rule of charitie.

1 fee the vicer you appoynt me yn- 
to, Idifcerne it to be Cacoethes, and the malignitiethereofto be greater 
then any: man can cure : but withall I deny, that it fhould be any wor- 
thy caufe of your difcouragement, nay rather Lhold, that you are afiefh 
to take courage agaynftit, for dyuers ‘reafons, fyrft, for that the burthen 
fhall nor lye onely vppon your backe, but that others are charged in lyke 
fort with you, who will not fhrinke the fhoulder from you in the bearing 
thereof, and many andes (you knowe) make quicke and eafy worke: 
My fecond reafon is, becaufe the Deuill entendeth thus by their meanes 
to vpholde hys kingdome of ignorance and wickedneffe ftill among vs, 
agayn{t which , if we be enemyes of hys kingdome, we muft needes 
make warre with all our might. Thirdly , becaufe this is am infallible 
truth, which you may write vppon, that no man will mifindge, or ma- 
ligne your inuedtines agaynft the wicked and theyr pra@tifes , or take - 
themlelues defaced by theyr difgrace , but fuch as haue guylty confci- 
enées, and are priuie to themfelues, eyther of the fame orlyke enormi-

and ought to be pumifhed, thenthe guilty confcience every where maketh 
thisaflumption : Bat Lam an Grskilfill man , now tolloweth the con- 
clufion on the neck of it, Therefore I do abufe the Arte, andoueht to be 
pemifhed. So when any Writer.defcribeth the properties of wicked pract- 
fers,he perhaps doth not fay, this man is one, or fuch a man is fuch, 
but the confciences of thofe| men; to whome fuch propertyes' pertayne, 
do tell chem fo, much in theyr bofomes,. Who then (I pray you) is theyr 
accufer but themfelues ?. Yea,, but (will forme -fay) in your inueétiues a- 
gaynft abufers , you defcribe the men fo by theyr propertyes, as eulery 
one may knowe who you meane. I auntwere, fyrft, I haueknowne 
fome, who thynke themfelues no finall men, that haue greatly flayned 
theyr wifedomes in mifiudging fuch defcriptions, therefore { with men 
to be well aduifed in theyr Interpretations. Secondly, ifit be fo, ast 
faye, that a man by'hys propertyes may bee poynted out as with ones
